The Supreme Court on Reapporf ionmenf 


By a vote of 6 to 2. the United State* 


Supreme Court has ruled that voters in ur- 
ban areas may sue in federal district court 
to force the state to reapportion their legis- 
lative districts and thereby give people 
something approaching equality in state 
legislatures. 


The decision is a complete re-, >rsal of 


the previous stand taken by the supreme 
court, by U.S. District Courts, and by state 
courts throughout the nation. It therefore 
is described as a landmark in the nation's 
history of jurisprudence. Justice William J. 
Brennan, Jr., wrote the decision. Justices 
Felix Frankfurter and John M. Harlan 
wrote dissents. Justice Charles E. Whit- 
taker, who was ill. did not participate. Jus- 
tices William O. Douglas. Tom C. Clark and 
Potter Stewart wrote separate concurring 
opinions. The decisions all told covered 165 
printed pages. Justice Brennan's majority 
opinion covered 49 pages 
and 
Justice 


Frankfurter's dissenting opinion required 
65 pages. 


Wrhat the opinion means and what its 


effect may be will be argued for months 
in every state in the union and particularly 
in those where industrial development has 
caused a large movement of the population 
from the rural areas to the urban areas 
without bringing a corresponding change 
in the location of legislative representa- 
tives. 


Justice Brennan said that a special fed- 


eral court in Nashville should 
hear the 


complaint that a minority of rural voters 
elect and control a majority of the state 
legislators- He ruled that the district court 
possesses jurisdiction of the subject mat- 
ter, that the complaint presents a justici- 
able controversy and that the appellants 
have standing to challenge the Tennessee 
statutes. He said. "Beyond noting that \ve 
have no cause at this stage to doubt the dis- 
trict court will be able to fashion relief if 
violations of the constitutional rights are 
found, it is improper now to consider what 
remedy would be most appropriate if ap- 
pellants prevail in the trial." 


Justice Potter Stewart, in his concur- 


ring opinion, declared that his fellow jus- 
tices had "strayed so far from the sub- 
ject of today's decision as to convey, I 
think, a distressingly inaccurate impres- 
sion of what the court decides." He pointed 
out that the district court had not gone in- 
to the merits of the claim and therefore 
the merits were not before the high court. 
He said further, "the defendants have not 
yet had an opportunity to be heard in de- 
fense of the state's system of apportion- 
ment: indeed, they have not yet even filed 
an answer to the complaint. As in other 
cases, the proper place for the trial is in 
the trial court, not here." 


But Justice Stewart's suggestion that 


the matter be left to the district court is 
quite obviously not going to be followed by 
many. 


The fact is that the reapportionment 


question has become very serious in nearly 
every state in the union. Legislators have 
been well aware that courts were reluctant 
to interfere in the conduct of state business 


The Good Get Better 


There has been concern among many 


educators and some parents that high 
school students showing high intellectual 
ability would suffer emotionally and there- 
fore in educational attainment if they were 
permitted to advance too fast in their 
studies.

Diet and Industry 


The widespread interest in dseting in 


America is having extensive effects in the 
food processing and marketing industry. 
It is estimated that more than 25 million 
Americans are at least Ifr per cent over- 
weight and there seems to be a renewed 
interest on the part of many of them to 
shed their excess poundage. 


This has upset consumption patterns 


in numerous foods. Large 
numbers of 


processors are adjusting to this fact of 
modern American life by putting out their 
products, where possible, in low calorie 
form. 
Whole sections of dietary foods 


have become common in most super- 
markets. 


Our own dairy industry a intimately 


involved in this question. 


There are is many experts in the field 


of advising people how to lose weight u 


by legislators. They have thus felt perfectly 
fret to neglect reapportionment despite 
the fact constitutions of 43 of the states re- 
quire reapportionment or redistricting 
every ten years following the federal cen- 
sus. 


Since most states have been changing 


from a rural to a city population in recent 
years, the legislative pattern established 
for the rural state has been perpetuated 
because it has been to the advantage of the 
legislators to do so. People have been help- 
less to bring about any change. Suggestions 
that the people change their constitution 
have been futile because legislators refuse 
to consider any such amendments. Efforts 
by the people to hold a referendum like- 
wise have failed because legislators uni- 
versally refuse to permit such a vote. The 
fact is that state legislators have openly re- 
fused to comply with this provision of the 
constitution and they have been untouch- 
able because the courts declined to impose 
their will upon an equal branch of the 
state government. 


But there is an old saying that "the su- 


preme court follows the election returns." 
The meaning has been that the supreme 
court tends to keep up with the needs of 
the people as expressed at the polls. In this 
case, the people have been helpless to ex- 
press their wishes but the universal dis- 
tress has been obvious and apparently now 
a majority of the supreme court has recog- 
nized it. 


There have been dire predictions that 


any state supreme court, or indeed even 
the United States Supreme Court, would be 
walking straight into political trouble if it 
should undertake to require legislators to 
reapportion. But. as has been the case in 
the past, courts are expected to find a way 
to bring about reapportionment. Solicitor 
Gen. 
Archibald Cox, who argued before 


the supreme court in support of the urban 
voters, contended that if the court were to 
find the present Tennessee districts uncon- 
stitutional the Tennessee legislature prob- 
ably would correct the inequities without 
further resistance. However, he said, if the 
legislature resists, a special court might or- 
der the state legislators elected at large or 
it might decide to place a value on the 
votes of present state senators and repre- 
sentatives granting some of the 
district 


representatives a half vote, a fifth of a vote 
or a whole vote, depending upon population 
of the area represented. Or it might order 
changes in the legislative districts. 


Probably, if the urban residents win the 


Tennessee case, changes will be felt in 
practically every other state in the union. 
It may come about by voluntary action on 
the part of the legislators. That would 
seem to be the wisest course. However, if 
they resist, it is almost certain that these 
cases will go into the various state courts 
and on to the supreme court until remedies 
are found. It is practically certain that 
legislatures will not be the same again. 
Another thing that is quite certain is that 
urban residents will have to take more re- 
sponsibility for government since they no 
longer will have their rural cousins making 
their laws for them. 


Obviously the percentage was higher

Permitting top stu- 
dents to forge ahead is just as important 
in education's development of the indi- 
vidual as is protection of the slow student 
from rigid levels of attainment.

And while a general reduc- 
tion in the eating volume of many Amer- 
icans may complicate for a time our 
already confused food production prob- 
lems, in the end we will all be much better 
off if we learn how to adjust food intake 
to the level which produces maximum 
good health.

Cissus Quadrangularis Seems 
To be Pretty Mixed-Up Plant 


». WALKER 


A crazy, mixed-up plant. Cissus 


quadrangularis starts out as on- 
thing and ends up looking like 
quite another! It has square stems 
in segments similar to those of a 
cereus. but. instead of being edg- 
ed with spines, the ribs are ruf- 
fled. The plant has stout, erect 
growth, and each joint develops 
a tendril to assist in the upward 
trend. As a final touch, each joint, 
of the fat stems is marked by a 
•ingle grape-like leaf. The cissus 
just can't seem to make up its 
mind whether it wants to resem- 
ble a cactus, a vine, or a shrub. 


C. quadrangularis is closely al- 


lied to grape-ivy, kangaroo-vine 


Cissus Quadrangularis 


and other climbers of the grape 
family, and shows its kinship by 
leaf shape and tendrils. Where or 
how it came to have fat. jointed, 
winged stems I don't know.

''Gods' Have Mortal Scrapes 
Despite Olympian Air, 
Court Justices Human

WASHINGTON <AP>—The Su- 


preme Court has an Olympian air 
about it: nine justices, dressed in 
black, sitting in a row behind a 
high bench in a marble palace, 
dispensing wisdom. 


What makes them human is 


what made Zeus look human: it's 
the scrapes they get into. They 
not only get attacked from the 
outside but from inside by one 
another. 


The court has just emerged 


from a decade of major decisions 
and tremendous criticism. And 
now. because of a ruling this 
week, new criticism is beginning. 


Fair Representation 


This was last Monday's decision 


that federal courts have a right 
to step in if states refuse to give 
their citizens fan- representation 
in state legislatures. 


TMs will affect politicians and. 


to no one's surprise, politicians 
are already screaming. 


The criticism may chill the 


court a while, as criticism in the 
past seems tc have done, but this 
won't deter the court from get- 
ting into new controversy later. 


Jackson Had Dispute 


President Jackson got into a 


dispute with the court in 1833 
when it told Georgia not to try 
to take over Cherokee Indian 
land. Georgia defied the cnurt. 
Jackson, sympathetic to Georgia, 
told the court to try to carry out 
its decree itself. 


And the court brought the House 


clov,n on its nead ir. 1857 when it 
said, in the Dred Scott case. Con- 
gress couldn't outlaw slavery in 
the territories. 


But the biggest head-on clash 


came in the 1930s when the high- 
ly conservative court, which Pres- 
ident Franklin D Roosevelt said 
was living in the horse and bug- 
gy days, ruled against one piece 
of New Deal legislation after an- 
other. 


Helped Roosevelt 


Rooseveit focused so much na- 


fconal attention on the justice, 
particularly when he tried to add 
new ones to the court, that the 
nine men may have been ren- 
dered self-conscious. At any rate. 
thereafter they began approving 
Roosevelt's legislation. 


The South is still denouncing 


the court for its 1954 decision out- 
lawing 
segregation 
in 
public 


schools. But all these events in- 
volved criticism of the court from 
the outside-

Supreme Court today rejected 
motions by Adolf Eichmann's at- 
torney to hear new witnesses in 
the Nazi official's behalf and re- 
tired to frame its verdict on his 
appeal against the death sentence. 


The high court handed down its 


ruling on the defense motions 
only 30 minutes after Eichmann's 
West German counsel. Dr. Robert 
Servatius, completed his final plea 
to save the condemned Gestapo 
officer from the gallows. 


Chief Justice Izhak Olshan an- 


nounced: "It is decided to reject 
th« defense motions to hear new 
evidence at this time. The court 
will now retire to weigh its ver- 
dict on the appeal. Notice of onr 
judgment and the date on which 
we will announce it will be pro- 
vided in advance to all parties." (
